active list when the war ‘broke 
out, ” , 
Sister ships to the Formidable 
are the Bulwark (which blew up 
at Chatham while taking on am- 
munition’ last month), the  Im- 
Hc sg [rresistible, London, 
rince of Wales, Queen and Ven- 
crate. This class was the pro- 
duct of the late Sir William 
White, their displacement being 
fifteen thousand tons, speed 18 
knots, ‘armament four. 12-inch, 
twelve 6-inch ‘and a number of 
smaller guns.

While ob- 
solete, these were handy ships, 
good sea vessels, and well suited 
to the work of patrolling tlie nar- 
row seas and the loss is qpite 
apart from the heavy; loss of life.

If grain is to be 
grown for sale it is recommended 
that plans should be carefully 
though out as to the manner in 
which the greatest quantity of 
rough fodder may become avail- 
able for feeding purposes and as 
to the means by which this oth- 
erwise waste product, together 
with the screenings and unsale- 
able grain, may be utilized to the 
best possible advantage.

The present lew prices for stock 
cannot last long.
